Kremlin Agrees to Sur- 
render Oil and Metal 
Interests, Grant 
‘Easy’ Loans.

LONDON, May 17 (AP) — 
Russia last night announced a 
massive economic aid program 
to strengthen Outer Mongoli 
situated between Red China 
the Soviet Union. 

The Kremlin agreed to sur- 
render its interests in Mongo- 
lian oil and metal industries 


and to hand over two Russian- 
controlled Mongolian orts 
—at Ulan Bator and Sain-

A Moscow radio broadcast 
said the Russians also were 
giving the Mongolians “a def- 
inite number of planes.” The 
first impression among British 
and American diplomatic in- 
formants in London wis that 
the program would add to Mon- 
golia’s military strength. 

Russia and Red China are 
co-operating in building rail- 
roads across Mongolia. At the 
same time Red China has been 
taking an increasingly inde- 
pendent ideological line and 
there has been speculation 
Peiping has been eyeing the 
leadership of the Communist 
world. 

Announcement of the Soviet 

aid program was made in a joint 
declaration after conferences in 
Moscow May 10-15. The state. 
ment said that since 1947 Russia 
granted Mongolia long - term 
credits on “easy terms” totaling 
more than 900,000,000 rubles 
which, before the recent devalu- 
— of Soviet- money, was 
worth, on paper, around -

Noonan Says Choice Is 
Linked to Fact ‘Most 
of the Boys Want to 
Know What's Going 
to Happen to Them.’ 


Most aldermen favor Aug. 6 
as the date for a special elec- 
tion on the proposed new char- 
ter, in opposition to Mayor

Some alder- 
men pointed to the ad turn- 
out at yesterday's electi@n on 
liquidation of the permanent 
school fund as an example of 
what-happens when special elec- 
tions are scheduled on “off 
dates.” 

Alderman Raymond Leisure, 
(Dem.), Seventh Ward, said in 
advance of the meeting he 
would suggest June 6 “just to 
show those who have accused 
us of dragging our feet.” 

Noonan said both Republicans 
and Democrats attended the 
meeting and that a number of 
dates were suggested, but that 
Aug. 6 appeared to have the 
greatest support. 

Two bills are currently pend- 
ing before the board, setting the 
date as Aug. 27 and Oct. 8, re- 
spectively. The earlier date was 
the personal preference of Al- 
derman Anton Niemeyer, Eighth 
Ward Democrat, who introduced 
both measures.

State Measure Must Be 
Returned to House 
for Consideration of 
Amendments.

“We are very optimistic about 
the prospects,” Thalgott said. “A 
big advantage lies in the fact 
that plutonium. breeds at a 
faster rate than enriched uran- 
ium. That is, enriched uranium 
produces only slightly more 
fuel than is consumed. in the 
reactor. But we have found ex- 
perimentally that when you use 
plutonium you get back one 
and one-half times as much as 
you burn.” 


Meyer Novick, director of the 
Argonne Idaho division, out- 
lined some of the difficulties 
th thus far prevented the use 
of plutenium as a fuel. 

“In the .first place, there is 
the biological hazard,” he said. 
“It is nasty to handle.” 


He explaimed that plutonium 
is so poisonous that it must be 
handled entirely by remote con- 
trol devices.

Metallurgical Problems. 


Novick said there also are 
metallurgical problems to be 
solved, For example, plutonium 
metal tends to slump out of 
shape under conditions of high 
temperature and heavy radia- 
tion in a seactor.

lf President Eisenhower appoints Gen. Alfred 
M. Gruenther Secretary of Defense, it will be 
the second time in 10 years that the law which 
was meant to ensure civilian direction of our 
military forces has been set aside. 

A law twice overridden in such a brief period 
is in peril of becoming a dead letter. 

Because civilian control of the defense forces 
is a cardinal American principle which ought 
to be preserved, the Post-Dispatch believes that 
President Eisenhower should reconsider his re 
ported decision to appoint Gen. Gruenther as 
Charlies E. Wilson's successor. Congress would 
have to enact special legislation to make Gen. 
Gruenther eligible for the post. 

By almost universal consent, Gen. Gruenther 
would make a superb Secretary of Defense. 
The Post-Dispatch concurs in that opinion of 
him. We think President Eisenhower could not 
easily find a better man for the job. 

. . . 

And yet principles are more important than 
people. And principles that are worth keeping 
at all are worth keeping when it is easy to 
justify breaking them. 

The fact that Gen. Gruenther could ably 
serve as Secretary of Defense does not in itself 
warrant setting aside the principle written into 
the Military Establishment Act that this post 
shall be filled by somebody who has not for 
the preceding 10 years been on active duty as 
an officer of the armed forces. 

Congress had strong and sufficient reasons 
for writing that provision into the law when 
the Military Establishment Act was adopted 


in 1947.

One reason was respect for the American 
tradition of civilian control of the armed forces. 
Another was apprehension that opening the 


secretaryship to military men would encourage 


political jockeying among officers. 

Another was a desire to balance the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff—which many people feared 
might become a Prussian-style “general staff”— 
with assured civilian supremacy at the top of 
the Defense Department. i 

President Truman asked Congress to make 
an exception to the rule when he appointed 
Gen. Marshall Secretary of Defense in Septem- 
ber 1950. That was a time, however, of dire 
emergency. The Korean war was raging and 


nobody knew whether it might not at any time 
be expanded into a world war. Gen. Marshall 


occupied a unique position, His appointment 
in the special circumstances of the time was 


generally approved. 

Though Congress willingly changed the law 
to make Gei.- Marshall eligible, the need for 
maintaining the principle of civilian control was 
not forgotten even then. 

. . » 

One of the principal authors of the Military 
Establishment Act, Senator Richard Russell of 
Georgia, now chairman of the Armed Services 
Committee, said he would not favor changing 
the law for anybody except Marshall or for any 
circumstances except those of September 1950. 
Senators Hill and Sparkman of Alabama indi- 
cated they shared that view. 


Should Congress now be asked to make a 
second exception. and to do so in a period of 
peace when no emergency offers compelling 
reasons for it? No doubt Congress, holding 
the same high opinion of Gen. Gruenther that 
we do, would be reluctant to reject his appoint- 
ment in view ‘ is strong personal qualifica- 
tions. If the prificiple of civilian control of the 
Defense Department is to be preserved, then, 
it is up to President Eisenhower to preserve it. 


. > °. 


Of course it can be argued that since the 
President himself is a military man, the ¢ssen- 
tial control of the Defense Department will not 
be changed very much by appointing his good 
friend and former chief of staff to head it as 
the President’s deputy. But the question is not 
how the department might be run during this 
particular Administration. Under Gen. Gruen- 
ther it would probably be run exceedingly well. 
The question is whether the long-range interest 
of the nation will be served by undermining the 
principle of civilian control of the Defense 
Department. 


This much is certain. That principle, if vio 
lated a second time in 10 years, inevitably will 
be undermined. And a principle violated on be- 
half of a good general becomes s0 much the 
easier to violate on behalf of a bad general. 


The Post-Dispatch believes President Eisen- 
hower would be justified in appointing Gen. 
Gruenther to almost any position in his Cabinet 
ercept that. of Secretary of Defense.

Architects on the Riverfront 

If the riverfront national memorial, already 
approved by Congress and President, needed 
a further indorsement, it got one from a most 
impepssive source, the American Institute of 
Arciiftects. By their profession, the members of 
the institute are best qualified to judge a plan, 
and their convention unanimously urged com- 
pletion of the project as designed by Eero 
Saarinen. 

The railroad tracks are the only present 
obstacle to starting work .on the riverfront. 
These were not even mentioned by the archi- 
tects—probably because the Saarinen concept 
obviously cannot be realized unless the tracks 
are relocated. So we hope that the Terminal 
and Missouri Pacific railroads will be civic- 
spirited enough not to require undue urging to 


, get their tracks out of the way. 


Congress has made enough money available to 
start the grading of the site in connection with 
the track relocation. As this work gets under 
way, it will be easier to obtain the additional 
money needed for the completion of the memo- 
rial in time to meet the National Park Service's 
target date of 10964.

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Battle of the Mopac 

The clouds of the election campaign have 
cleared away, the votes have been cast, the 
bitter words almost forgotten, and the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad can settle down to a new year 
of operation under a new president. 

Somehow the activities surrounding the first 
annual stockholders’ meeting of the reorganized 
Mopac did convey the idea generally expressed 
as “people’s capitalism.” Anyhow, the people 
were there to vote their capital, and the results 
at the ballot box settled hot controversy. 

Controversy entered in because the manage- 
ment under Paul J. Neff, retiring president, 
fought to be rid of T. Coburn Davis on the 
board of directors, and Mr. Davis fought back. 
In one way it was a campaign between a man- 
agement resulting from court orders in the 
bankruptcy case, and the Alleghany Corp. 
holding company under the ebullient Robert R. 
Young, now of the New York Central. Mr. 
Davis represented the Young interest, for once 
in the minority. 

During the debate, Mr. Davis accused the 
Mopac management of all manner of things, 
mostly of not making enough money. But earn- 
ings last year did rise 34 per cent to $19,593,- 
284. And a 10-year spending program involv- 
ing $375,000,000 has given Mopac one of rail- 
roading’s most efficient plants. 

When the votes were counted, however, every- 
body won his point, to a degree. Management 
stayed in the saddle, and Russell L. Dearmont, 
vice president and general counsel, was named 
the new Mopac president. Mr. Davis retained 
his directorship. The Alleghany interests are 
far from winning control, but retain a post 
for a watchdog and the right to dissent. 

All in all, this seems a healthy situation for 
a body politic or a corporation, and we expect 
the Missouri Pacific to prosper another year— 
and to remain one of the country’s 10 largest 
rail carriers. 
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Italy Seeks a Cabinet 

For a long time the fall of a postwar govern- 
ment in Italy simply meant that the President 
would call on Christian Democrat Alcide de 
Gasperi to form another Cabinet. While De 
Gasperi had to juggle the membership of his 
coalitions, he achieved a considerable degree of 
stability. But this seems to have been impos- 
sible for Christian Democrat Antonio Segni 
whose government fell last week. 

Rather serious disagreements have developed 
among the Christian Democrats over foreign 
affairs, land reforms and industrial policies, 
especially Italian participation in the develop- 
ment of Middle Eastern oil reserves. “At the 
same time, there has been at least some healing 
of the rift between Vice Premier Giuseppe Sara- 
gat’s right-wing Socialists and the left-wingers 
under Pietro Nenni. ‘The latter had been in- 
clined to go along with the Communists, but 
were shocked out of this policy by last October's 
events in Hungary. So there is now a fairly 


strong anti-Communist bloc of the Left. Is- 
sues have been further sharpened by Presi- 
dent Gronchi who is unwilling to be a mere 
figurehead. He wants Italy to take a more 
independent line in foreign affairs. He does 
not want his country to be the tail of the Wash- 
ington-London-Paris kite. 

It is difficult to harmonize all these elements. 
That is why the first attempts to form a new 
government have failed. 

Matters may be different after Italy’s next 
national elections. Recent local elections show 
that only the Christian Democrats and the 
Communists are gaining strength, and the Chris- 
tian Democrats at an impressive rate. Support 
of the other parties is dwindling. So a strong 
one-party Cabinet seems a possibility, though 
not an immediate one. 


Gov. Blair’s Oppattansty 

Gov. Blair has before him an op unity to 
repair some of Missouri's long-standing neglect 
of its mental wards. He can do it by signing a 
bill creating a commission of five, appointed 
by the Governor, tg administer the State Divi- 
sion of Mental Diseases and employ as director 
a qualified expert in the field. 

This move to take the operation of Missouri's 
mental hospitals out of the hands of political 
hangers-on, and put it into the hands of spe- 
clalized technicians, has long been overdue. It 
is an indispensable preliminary to making our 
mental hospitals places where the utmost that 
modern science can do will be done to repair 
the mental health of our unfortunate citizens. 
Thus they may be enabled to become again pro- 
ductive, self-supporting members of society. 

As long as the hospitals remain merely cus- 
todial, there can be little prospect of rehabili- 
tation, and their patients will be chronic charges 
on the public purse. ~ 

Gov. Blair’s predecessor in office, Phil M. 
Donnelly, vetoed a bill similar to the present 
measure two years ago. The reason he gave 
was that it would eliminate the degree of execu- 
tive control he exercised over the State Division 
of Mental Diseases. It would also have relieved 
the Governor’s office of a substantial piece of 
political patronage. 

Gov. Bonnelly retained as director of the 


Division of Mental Diseases B. E. Ragland, who. 


had been appointed under Donnelly’s predeces- 
sor, Forrest Smith. Mr. Ragland had been chief 
clerk of the state auditor’s department and Mr. 
Smith had been state auditor. When Mr. Ragland 
became an aide to Gov. Smith his duties ¢on- 
sisted of dispensing patronage. 

The disposition Gov. Blair makes of the bill 
now on his desk will be one of his big tests in 
the Governor's office. By signing it he can 
carry forward in a consistent line the course 
of action he initiated with regard to nursing 
homes. The problems of care of the elderly 
and care of the mentally ill are in fact insepa- 
rably intertwined, Neither group should con- 
tinue longer to bear the brunt of our forgetful- 
ness and neglect. 
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The President Picks a Word 

President Eisenhower's departure from the 
prepared text of his address to the nation af- 
forded an interesting study in presidential psy- 
chology. A material reduction in defense funds, 
the text read, would be “a fearful gamble.” The 
President, when he got to it, apparently felt 
that “fearful” was a littlé strong, and changed 
it to “a neédless gamble.” 

There is, of course, no reason why a gamble 
should not be both fearful and needless, and as 
a matter of fact in retrospect its needlessness 
may seem to have been its most fearful aspect. 
Mr. Eisenhower's word choice on second thought 
also raises the specter of the necessary gam- 
ble. There's a prettied-up term for that 
which, being much in vogue among the military, 
we'd have thought the F ent of all people 
would have found springing to his tongue. It's 
“calculated risk,” but of course that wasn't 
what the President meant. 

A calculated risk, as we get it, is a fearful 
gamble one approves of taking, whereas a fear- 
ful gamble is a calculated risk ohne doesn't ap- 
prove of taking at all. And that seems to be 
where we came in.

States vs. Individual Rights 


States’ right advocates forget their ideal is not always synony- 
mous with local self-government or protection of individual, 
editorial says; Virginia not only opposes federal power in 
school integration, but also attempts to coerce own citizens.

One of the Fg arguments for 
states’ rights is that local government, 
being closer to the people, is more re- 
sponsive, more likely to understand 
actual local conditions, more concernéd 
with serving the individual. This news- 
paper has often advanced it in oppos- 
ing more centralized government in the 
United States, 


But we are forced to concede that 
several recent incidents in the struggle 
over segregation remind us that states’ 
rights are not automatically synony- 
mous with local self-government or pro- 
tection of the individual. 


Virginia’s official action in ordering 
the Charlottesville and Arlington coun- 
ty school districts to disobey a court 
decision is a case in point. A federal 
district court—taking account of the 
actual conditions in these districts, 
where the Negro population is small 
and desegregation relatively easy—di- 
rected action to carry out the Supreme 
Court’s mandate. (Elsewhere in Vir- 
ginia another court, recognizing the ex- 
istence of very different local condi- 
oot approved a delay in desegrega- 

on.) 


Virginia is proceeding under the so- 
called Stanley plan, adopted last year. 
Originally the Old Dominion set out to 
see how it could reasonably adjust to 
the Supreme Court decision on school 
desegregation. 


After more than a year’s study a dis- 
tinguished commission produced the 
Gary plan, largely based on local ar- 
rangements to assign pupils on several 
criteria not involving race. It also pro- 
vided aid for parents who held their 
children out of mixed schools. This 
plan, While not ideal, did permit adjust- 
ments on a local basis. 


North Carolina is operating under a 
somewhat similar plan and seems to be 
making harmonious local adjustments 
while continuing a large degree of seg- 
regation on a voluntary basis—which, 


incidentally, the Supreme Court did 
not bar. 

But influenced either by states’ rights 
doctrines or by fear that partial de- 
segregation would erode the political 
defense of segregation, Virginia chose 
to set the whole power of the state 
against federal rulings on schools. 


What is the result? The Stanley plan 
in effect reinvokes the doctrine of nul- 
lification and has already been held 
uncohstitutional by one court. Mean- 
while it appears to be delaying and 
embittering adjustments which many 
informed Virginians expected to be 
achieved by leaving citizens to make 
their own choices in their school dis- 
tricts, 

Interposing state power to prevent 
potential federal coercion of certain 
citizens, it has imposed actual state 
coercion on others. It takes no account 
of local conditions, overrides minority 
wishes, and flouts individual rights. 


Advocates of states’ rights properly 
combat a dangerous trend toward cenh- 
tralized, unitary government which 
would destroy the constitutional fed- 
eral system. But there is nothing mag- 
ical about the state as a political unit. 
Only the totalitarian mystic would treat 
any political organization as superior 
to the people it serves. 

e very formation of the Union was 
a recognition that for some purposes 
the people were better served a na- 
tional government. And if government 
closest to the people is best, then 
towns, school districts, and counties 
should excel. 

The states have their Vital place in 
the American system. But let it be ree- 
ognized that when their governments 
deny the rights of minorities and indi- 
viduals, then recourse will be taken to 
the Federal Government for protection, 
The Constitution contains clear provi- 
sions for such protection, and non-use 
or misuse of states’ rights is a way to 
bring those guarantees into operation. 


As Hawaii Sees the New Prospects 


An Editorial in the Honolulu Star-Bulletin 


After years of frustration, Hawaii 
statehood’s prospects have suddenly 
brightened in Washington. 


It's a familiar story how Alaska state- 
hood was tied with the measure for 
Hawaii; and how President Eisenhow- 
er’'s doubt as to the advisability of state- 
hood for all the vast northern territory 
has been used to delay and stalemate 
Hawaii statehood. 


Mr. Eisenhower's thoughts have been 
on the great stretch of northwest Alas- 
ka which fronts the Soviet Union—a 
military consideration. 


Now Fred A. Seaton, Secretary of 
the Interior, has recommended a plan 
or formula which offers satisfaction to 
the military men and acceptability to 
the members of Congress. 

Mr. Seaton visited Alaska just before 
he came to Hawaii. 


Mr. Eisenhower has insisted, private- 
ly never publicly, that the great 
area of Alaska which fronts the Soviet 
Union and is a vulnerable objective of 
Russian attack shall be under federal 


control—which it still is as a Territory. 
He has looked on statehood for all 
Alaska as deprivi the military of 
bases and area in Alaska which should 
remain under federal control. 

The Seaton plan is to provide for 
conditional federal withdrawal of cer- 
tain northern and western portions of 
Alaska for military use in an emergen- 
cy. The President could withdraw 
these to federal control if national de- 
fense considerations required it. 

This is quite different from the sug- 
gestion of partitioning Alaska, known 
as the “McKay plan”—for Seaton’s pre- 
decessor, Douglas McKay. 

It should placate the Alaskans who 
have, understandably, objected to carv- 
ing up their proud Territory; and it 
should satisfy the military strategists. 

Hawaii will be happy.if this plan is 
acceptable to Congress. Then our own 
statehood campaign will be gréatly 
stimulated and advanced. The pros- 

ts of passing both the Alaska and 


wali bills at this session will be much 


improved. ‘

Codes Are 


Economic 
Factors 


Vigorous enforcement of hous- 
ing codes is necessary for the 
economic well-being of a mod- 
ern American city, it was shown 


in a recent mortgage market ° 


survey of the National Associa- 
tion of Real Estate Boards, 
Walter S. Dayton, Bayside, N.Y., 
reports. 

Chairman of NAREB’s Build 
America Better Committee, 
Dayton said, “The deteriorated 
structure and the neglected 
neighborhood are not solely 
social problems, They are also 
influential elements in the 
marketability of nearby prop- 
erties and in the real estate 
economy of the city in which 
they are located.” 

The study shows that bor- 
rowers applying for loans on 
homes in neglected or blighted 
neighborhoods either are find- 
ing them unavailable or obtain- 
able only at costly interest 
rates. The quarterly survey, 
covering the first three months 
of 1957, was made jointly by 
NAREB's Mortgage Study Com- 
mittee and its division of 
research. 

Of 255 communities report- 
ing in the survey, 54 per cent 
said the prevailing interest rate 
was 6 per cent for the mort- 
gage on a dwelling in a run- 
down neighborhood. Thirty- 
three per cent reported interest 
rates above 6 per cent for pur- 
chases in these areas, while 13 
per cent reported rates of less 
than 6 per cent. 

The interest rate for conven- 
tional mortgages on new homes 
and existing dwellings in good 
neighborhoods was most fre- 
quently quoted as 542 per cent. 

FHA Market Improved. 

“This means that improved 
housing codes, firmly enforced, 
beyond their roles as health and 
safety measures, are important 
to the city’s economy,’ Dayton 
said. 

“It also shows the importance 
of neighborhood conservation 
and urban renewal programs in 
helping upgrade or stabilize a 
community’s economic status. 
Fortunately, the report shows 
that the market for Federal 
Housing Administration insured 
mortgages. has improved some- 
what since the interest rate was 
‘raised to 5 per cent last De- 
cember, Dayton stated. 

The 5 per cent rate is attract- 
ing capital and investors who 
prefer Government-insured pa- 
per are now purchasing more 
extensively, the survey dis- 
closed. In some areas, the num-

To date, 66 cities have been 
certified for a total of 32,206 
dwelling units under. Section 
221. Only families being dis- 
placed by wrban renewal pro- 
grams, road construction or 
some other government activity 
are eligible for 221 insurance. 

Columbus, O., is reported to 
be. one of the larger cities with 
an active rehabilitation program 
now under way with the use of 
Section 221 mortgage insurance. 
The city currently is certified 
for 2212 units, either for the 
purchase of existing dwellings 
or new construction. The Co- 
lumbus program, however, calls 
for the relocation of approxi- 
mately 10,000 families in the 
next few years with the use of 
221 housing. 

Among cities recently ap- 
proved for 221 housing are Mil- 
waukee, 2068 units; Fort Worth, 
570 units; Mercedes, Tex., 340 
units, Memphis, 3025 units, and 
Washington, D.C., 3525 units. 

Only three cities—Columbus, 
Cincinnati and Milwaukee — 
have been designated by the 
Housing and Home Finance 
Agency as high cost areas to 
date.

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Thirty-eight test-tube cost 
sampling cities in the Western 
half of the United States report 
building costs up an average 
of 2 per cent for a six-month 
period which ended in March, 
Myron L. Matthews, editor of 
the Dow Service Real Estate 
Valuation Caleulafor. issued by 


F. W. Dodge Corp., New York, 
says. 


A breakdown of this report 
into two major areas shows ll 
Mississippi river and west cen- 
tral states averaging an increase 
of a little over 2 per cent, and 
11 Rocky Mountain and Pacific 
Coast states with an average 
l per cent increase. 


Although varying consider- 
ably between the 38 locations, 
the composite increase in the 
cost to build since prewar 1941 
is 140 per cent. This means 
that it takes $2.40 to buy as 
much construction today as $1 
bought in 1941. 


Putting it another way, the 
$10,000 structure built in 1941, 
whether it was a house or oth- 
erwise, would cost approximate- 
ly $24,000 to replace today. A 
factory which cost $100,000 in 
1941 would bear a price tag 
today of approximately $240,000. 

The average cost to build in 
the western states is approxi- 
mately 12 per cent lower than 
in the New York area. 

The Construction Cost Sur- 
vey, used in support of the 
Dow Service Real Estate Valua- 
tion Calculator, is a construction 
cost guide used nationally for 
approximating replacement costs 
for buildings. The survey ulti- 
mately will report the findings 
in a scheduled 146 cities in 
the United States and four in 
Canada. ¢ 


The study concerns itself with 
the local changes in prices paid 
by buildings for yardstick items 
including building materials and 
hourly wage rates. Among these 
items are common red brick, 
wall plaster, construction grades 
of framing lumber, cement, 
metal ‘and nine skilled labor 
trades and common labor. 


States in District 5 are Texas, 
Louisiana, North Dakota, South 
Dakota, Iowa, Minnesota, Mis- 
souri, Nebraska, Arkansas, Okla- 
homa and Kansas. In the build- 
ing materials component seven 
of the 21 cost-sampling cities 
report “no change;” nine report 
ranging 
from 1 to 3 per cent; five report 
decreases of from 1 to 3 per 
cent. 


All 21 places average a 1 per 
cent increase for the six months 
ending in March and a “no 
change” for the 12 months end- 
ing then. Nine of these testing 
areas have been reporting con- 
sistently since 1941 and these 
show an average composite in- 
crease of 124 per cent since 
then. 


Seven of the 21 places show 
“no change” for the most recent 
haif year in the labor compon- 
ent; 13 cities show increases in 
wage rates ranging from 1 to 1l 
per cent. New Orleans shows a 
reduction. of 2 per cent. 


All of the places average a 2 
per cent increase for the six 
months recently ended and 4 
per cent for the 12 months. The 
nine places which have reported 
consistently since 1941 show 
that wage rates are up on the 
average 136 per cent. 


Combining the two basic ele- 
ments of construtcion cost, ma- 
terials and labor, four of the 
21 test-sampling. places, show 
“no change,” 14 are up, ranging 
from 1 to 4 per cent, and three 
of the 21 are down from 1 to 
2 per cent.

He's Ending Career After 39 Years as Principal, and Pupils Past and Present Will Miss Him

|: took a while, but Hollywood finally has filmed a movie 


amid the relics of Greece. In “BOY ON A DOLPHIN” at 

the FOX THEATER, CinemaScope color brings to life the 
Parthenon, the ancient scenic port of Hydra, the centuries- 
old monastery of Metora and other high- 
lights from ages long gone. 

An Italian import of classic propor- 
tions, Sophia Loren, portrays a sponge 
diver who plys her trade in the Aegean 
sea. While at work one day, she discov- 
ers a treasure missing for some 2000 
years, the statue of a boy riding a dolphin. 
Now the question arises: Who will end up with the statue, 
Archeologist Alan Ladd or Clifton Webb? 

As a travelogue the production would be vivid. Even 
though Sophia Loren occasionally makes you forget the 
brilliant background, a feat that neither the threadbare 
story nor Ladd or Webb can even remotely imitate. 


Alan Ladd is simply Alan Ladd, although this time 
he does it the hard way—without once resorting to fist- 
cuffs. Even Webb,”in the role of the unscrupulous art 
collector, loses muct of his usual aplomb and polished 
charm. And although Miss Loren makes a good appear- 
ance, this can be considered little more than a physical ap- 
praisal. On occasion she does display an animalistic vi- 
ciousness at the slightest provotation. However, this tire- 
some tale is a work that would do little to enhance the sta- 
ture of any star.

“THIS COULD BE THE NIGHT” at LOEW’S STATE 
skirts its way around chivalry-of-a-sort as the romance-com- 
edy toys with the notion that even cads perform a hasty 
about-face once they encounter 
virtue. Paul Douglas and Anthony Fran- 
ciosa—crude and jaunty co-owners of a 
night club, respectively—turn into their 
sister’s keepers when the innocent Jean 
Simmons, a full-time grade school teacher, 
takes on the extra-curricular activity of 
part-time secretary at the nitery. And 
immediately, shielding the unsullied Miss 
Simmons from each other and the assorted characters of 


the club are Tony and Paul. 


If you can see your way past this often-used plot, the 
CinemaScope black and white production by Joe Pasternak 
does offer some bright moments with a cast that includes a 
bevy of old hands: Joan Blondell as a former burlesque 
queen_trying to steer her daughter right: J. Carroll Naish 
playing chef, and ZaSu Pitts in the role of a distraught 


landlady. 


In the leading roles, sweet Miss Simmons gives a per- 
fect fit to the mold the males have fashioned for her in the 
sugar-coated tale and, at the other extreme, Franciosa 
gives a sharp portrayal sporting the robe of the roue, while 
Douglas renders a touching performance as an old, good- 


hearted booby. 


And adding a sultry touch to the night club proceedings

HE LIFE of a school prin- 
T cipal is made up of many 

things. There are the notes 
on the desk when he arrives in 
the morning. (“Will you please 
excuse Mary to go to the den- 
tist?”) There is the boy who 
brings the bird house. (“Thank 
you, now our wrens will have 
a home. Let’s see, was that 50 
cents?”) There’s the big boy 
who's gotten into trouble, riding 
a bicycle on the sidewalk. The 
boy is a confident fast tabker 
but his good excuses dwindle 
off. (“Leave your bicycle at 
home Monday as a reminder. 
You don’t bring it on Mondays 
anyway? Well, Tuesday then.) 

For the school principal there 
are duties and disciplines all 
day long. And then there is the 
little girl from kindergarten 
who runs up to hug you. 

Pupils, parents, teachers of 
Bristol school in Webster Groves 
find it hard to believe that their 
familiar and beloved Mr. Now- 
lin will no longer be their prin- 
cipal. Quiet, gentlemanly, and 
scholarly Egbert W. Nowlin has 
been Bristol’s principal for 39 
years and now he has reached 
retirement age. Next fall, T. 
Dean Adams, principal of Shaw 
and Hudson schools in the Web- 
ster district, will take over. 

Monday night parents of pu- 
pils and former pupils who have 
known Nowlin over the years 
will honor him at a reception 
at the First Congregational 
Church of Webster Groves. 

Many of them are people who 
will tell you that they moved 
to Webster Groves because of 
Bristol’s—and Nowlin's—repu- 
tation. 

“We were moving to St. Louis 
from Washington, D.C.,” says 
one mother, “and we didn't 
know where to settle but Sena- 
tor Tom Hennings told us, ‘I 
understand there’s a fine school 
in Webster Groves wos a won- 
derful ater

ing point though Nowlin dis- 
parages this. 

“That’s just a matter of in- 
formation when they put the 
name of the school in an ad,” 
he says. “Just tells what part 
of town it’s in.” 

Modesty and a dislike of fuss 
and attention are among Now- 
lin’'s outstanding characteris- 
tics. It takes direct question- 
ing to get facts about his back- 
ground. He was born in’ Mis- 
souri City, in Clay county, the 
youngest of eight children of a 
merchant. Only one sister is 


still living, Mrs. R. E. Creel, of 
Missouri City. His early edu- 
cation was in a “typical small 
town school” and he got into 
teaching somewhat by accident. 

“The Httle town didn’t offer 
any higher education,” he ex- 
plains, “so it was necessary: to 
go away to school. I went to 
Warrensburg Teachers’ College 
without any thought of teaching 
but everyone else had come to 
teach so I drifted into it.” 

His first job was as principal 
of a small school] in Linden, 
Mo. He continued his educa- 
tion, with work at the Univer- 
sity of Missouri and a master’s 
degree from Colorado State 
College of Education at Gree- 
ley, Colo. He was principal of 
North School in Hannibal, Mo, 
when Bristol called him. That 
was in 1918. 


Bristol was located then 
where it is now, at Gray and 
Cedar, but the main building 
was a frame structure of eight 
rooms. World War I had halted 
a new building program after 
the construction of two four- 
room wings, neither of them 
connected to the body. 


“If you wanted to go to the 
third grade,” Nowlin recalis, 
“vou had to go out of the frame 
building, across the yard, 
through the basement and up- 
stairs. When we moved into 
the new building in the fall of 
1921, it seemed wonderful to 
have it all under one roof.” 


Until just before his coming, 
Bristol had been known as the 
Gray avenue school; Avery had 
been Tuxedo Park, Lockwood 
was Old Orchard, and Goodall 
the Selma avenue school. The 
street name designations were 
changed to avoid feelings of 
sectionalism. When Nowlin came 
to Bristol, it took in a larger 
area including Webster Park. 
The school has varied in at- 
tendance, ranging in recent 
years from 600 to 954. Next 
fall, it will have 840, divided 
between the main building and 
two handsome, modern, glass 
walled buildings knOwn as the 
Bristol Primary school on Ce- 
dar avenue. 

In spite of the changing 
times, Principal Nowlin does 
not think the children have 
changed. 

“This neighborhood has al- 
ways attracted fine people,” he 
said. “Children grow up, move 
away and others, just as fine, 
move in. Basically, I think 
children remain the same, al- 
though, of course, there are 
more distractions now with 
television and all the amuse- 
ments. Home life is easier and 
there are fewer things for chil-

dren to do to be helpful around 
the home. 

“T think families need to play 
toegther more,” he continued. 
“A suburban community has a 
disadvantage in that the father 
leaves early and gets home late, 
sa he has to make a special ef- 
fort to spend time with his 
children.” 

One charge he jhas noted with 
approval is the increased par- 
ticipation of fathers in school 
affairs. 

“When I first started, P.-T.A.s 
were mothers’ clubs and met 
in the daytime,” he says. “Now 
they meet at night and we have 
as many fathers attending as 
mothers.”

RISTOL’'S teaching staff de- 
B creased by one when the 

bachelor principal married 
one of its teachers early in his 
career there. He and his wife, 
the former Marian Newsom, who 
taught geography in the upper 
grades, live at 24 Clara ave- 
nue and expect to remain there 
after his retirement while he 
concentrates on a property re- 
search project he’s begun. 

Other than that, Bristol's 
teaching staff has increased 
through the years from 15 to 
29. and the salary range from 
$675-$810 a year to $3700-$6500 
a year. There is no teacher 
shortage at Bristol. Despite 
widespread criticism of teach- 
ing methods in many places, 
Nowlin feels the greater change 
in his years of education has 
been the improvement of teach- 
ing and the higher caliber of 
teachers. 

“We try to give children ad- 
vantages other than those found 
in textbooks today,” he stresses. 
“Children have the opportunity 
to learn of art and music appre- 
ciation in a way that wasn't 
thought of years ago. 

“We do our best work in 
reading. Our test scores are 
high and the gifted child has an 
unlimited opportunity for addi- 


tional reading. We have a fine 
library of 8000 volumes and a 
librarian, Beulah Bedell, who is 
a specialist in children’s litera- 
ture.” 


“The library came about be- 
cause of Mr. Nowlin’s love of 
reading,” Miss Bedell tells you 
in an aside. “When he came 
here it consisted of a shelf or 
two of attic discards.” 


There are no teachers remain- 
ing at Bristol who were there 
when Nowlin started. The last, 
Mabel Squire, retired recently, 
although she is teaching again 
now at a parochiai school. Long- 
est now in point of service is 
Miriam Sander, second grade 
teacher. 

“He's been a wonderful prin- 
cipal,” Miss Sander says of her 
retiring boss

As declarer, 
South admittedly had no part- 
ner to fool. But his awkward 
attempt at deceiving the de- 
fense only served to simplify 
their task.

West opened the spade king 
and declarer, fearing a third 
round ruff, dropped the queen. 
Perhaps the best explanation 
of this more than futile false- 
card is panic. South, we un- 
derstand, had 1035.6 Master 
Points—honor bright. But see 
how this particular thought- 
less play played right into the 
opponent’s hands. 

All West knew was that the 
spade three had not appeared. 
Either East or South was con- 
cealing it and either way con- 
tinuing the suit couldn't lose, 
East's four, with the three miss- 
ing, had to be either the lone 
four or from four-three. So 
West, looking patronizingly at 
South’s queen, proceeded to 
continue with his ace and then 
the ruff to beat the hand. 

Had South been thinking a 
little more clearly and had 
mildly played the three (not 
the eight, either), West would 
have had a problem. East's 
four would then be the lowest 
one out. With many possible 
holdings an immediate heart or 
club shift could be necessary. 
We dont say that West 
wouldn't have continued the 
suit anyway after careful analy- 
sis of the bidding, but we do

Still Seek 
U.S. Entry

NEW YORK. 


HERE are others besides 

Hungatians in Austrian ref: 

ugee yosge who want to im- 
migrate toe the United States, 
These are Soles and 
Yugoslavs who in the — 
States have relatives willin 
pay their way, look after t om 
and see that they get work. 

But no visas for them are 
available. The Refugee Relief 
Act, which provided special 
visas for escapees, expired last 
December, and our normal im- 
migration quota for eastern Eu- 
ropeans is over-subscribed , for 
many years. 

At Camp Glasenbach, where 
there are refugees of the na- 
tionalities I have mentioned, 
plus a number of Russians, I 
was handed letters appealin 
for help in reaching the Unite 
States. 

+ * * 


IT DOES NOT SEEM quite 
right that the United States, 
which was built by people of 
many different nationalities, 
should not rise to this emer- 
gency, which is not a very big 
one and which involves not too 
many thousand people, most of 
them able to earn their own 
living. 

Some western European coun- 
tries are accepting old people, 
putting them on relief for the 
rest of their lives and giving 
them places to live. Other coun- 
tries have admitted the blind, 
tuberculosis sufferers, and _ per- 
manently incapacitated persons 
for the rest of their ives. 

We are being asked to take 
only those who can work. Some 
may be temporarily ill, but the 
rest of the family will care for 
them until they recover.

THE FREE WORLD, I think, 
awes the Austrian Government 
a debt of gratitude.

I HOPE YOU PRINT THIS and all you kids make sure 
your moms and dads read it. You parents wonder why so 
many teen-agers cuss and carry on. I know some good 
reasons. They are: Parents make a promise to you, then 
break it because as everyone does, you get into an argu- 
ment; when your parents are out of work you do something 
to help and they don’t appreciate it; they don’t allow you 
to wear clothes like the other kids; you go someplace and 
want to look your best and they say, “Why don’t you hurry 
up? We're going to be late. You don’t need to look any 
better than usual, because you're just a baby’; they make 
you get in the car and about an hour or so later they come 
out; they let your brother or sister have their way about 
everything and you do nothing but sit at home. Why do we 
get all the blame wher it is the adults’ fault? If you would 
only get something for teen-agers and only teen-agers open 
at least once a week or even once a month. We need some- 
thing to do in the small rural communities so we get into 
trouble and do other things we shouldn't.

I’m printing your letter and I hope mothers and fathers 
will read it because the criticisms you have made are echoed 
to me over and over again by teen-agers who feel their par- 
ents don’t understand their problems. But, even though 
some parents may be guilty of everything you mention, 
others really are trying their very best and sometimes they 
have a pretty rough time trying to get any co-operation out 
of their growing sons and daughters. It’s a two-sided mat- 
ter; both must give to the other; both must compromise 
and sacrifice for the other on occasions; both must be 
thoughtful of the other. As for getting into trouble because 
there is no place to go in a rural community, I agree that 
a community center would be a fine thing, or even a club 
room .at a church or school, but there are many fine teen 
centers in large cities and- still some teen-agers refuse to 
have anything to do with them. Remember, too, that there 
were no teen centers for your parents or grandparents. They 
had to create some recreation of their own. They must 
often have been as frustrated and unhappy as you were 
when you wrote this letter, but somehow they made their 
way. Why not plan some special parties for the crowd, a 
picnic or a scavenger or treasure hunt? The fact that there 
is no organized entertainment shouldn’t mean that the only 
alternative is to get into trouble.

According to a panel of ex- 
perts attending the Interna- 
tional Council for Exceptional 
Children, the child who asks a 
lot of questions of the “why” 
type has one of the characteris- 
tics of the gifted child. So does 
the child who neglects his 
school work in favor of an ab- 
sorbing hobby, and the child 
who concentrates on his favorite 
subject and then loses interest 
in school altogether for a while.

I SUSPECT the “panel of ex- 
perts” were trying to make par- 
ents happy. Those characteris- 
tics, like the characteristics in 
the average horoscope, can be 
translated to apply to any child. 
Not that there’s anything wrong 
with making parents happy. On 
the contrary. Parents today are 
a maligned group, nervous, fear- 
ful of doing the wrong thing 
and producing a trauma or a 
neurosis or a fixation. 

So it’s encouraging to read
